EXODUS OF XICIUPOOS 
DELAYS THE HU 


■'S. 


WashifuiCtOfL, 
June 23.—The 
President i« withboldiafi: his ap 
proval of the Indian appropria 
tion bill beeauee of the discovery 
of a conepiraey to take advantage 
of one of its provisions^ which 
make aiienabiie the lands of all 
those Kjekapoos who at the time 
of the sicninc of the bill had re­ 
moved fpom tbe United States* 
The parpoae of this provision was 
to enable those Kickapoos who 
had removed to Mexico several 
years ago to dispose of lands be* 
longing to them in Oklahoma. 
It now transpires that a num­ 
ber of this tribe living in Okla* 
boma until a few weeks ago, who 
desired to sell their property, 
aided by men who desire to buy 
it, began a hegira to Mexico im­ 
mediately after the passage of the 
^ bill in anticipation of the Presi* 
dent’s approval* The President 
is withholding his approval to cir­ 
cumvent those who conceived this 
scheme. 
Meantime W. E. 
Thackery, 
agent to the Shawnees, of which 
tribe the Kickapoos are a part, 
has oeen sent to Mexico to herd 
up all those Kickap(X)s who have 
left since the bill passed the 
Senate. 
He is to bring them back to 
Oklahoma and hold them on their 
reservation until the President 
signs the bill. Then their prop­ 
erty will not be subjected to the 
provision intended to affect only 
nose who had been living in 
Mexico after that, no one will ob­ 
ject. Secretary Hitchcock, per­ 
haps, would be glad if they never 
would come back, for the Kicka­ 
poos have been the cause of so 
much harassment to the Interior 
Department that the word “Kick­ 
ing’’ 
has become inseparably 
affixed to the name of their tribe.

Boswell, I. T., June 23.—Dor­ 
set Garter, president of the Okla 
boma Centra], has made tbe pro 
position that the road will build 
through Boswell in the case the 
town donates the right of way 
from Bed Kiver to within ten 
miles of Atoka, I. T., a distance 
of forty miles. The town accept­ 
ed the propsition. 
Strike Flow of Gat. 
Wewoka, I. T., June 23.—The 
Wewoka Realty Company, which 
bas been drilling for oil in the 
western part of the town for some 
time, has struck gas and every 
day increases the output. Wed­ 
nesday night a vein was struck 
that is estimated at 2,000,000 
cubic feet per day, and the noise 
from the escaping gas can be 
heard very plainly from the post­ 
office, a distance of three quarters 
of a mile.

Judge Dickerson, of the United 
States court, his official stenogra­ 
pher, Guy Backet and derk, C.

Muskogee, I. T., June 22.— 
“ Does the prchibition clause in 
the enabling act prohibit in the 
Indian Territory under the state­ 
hood bill?” Is the question that 
just now absorbs attention in In­ 
dian Territory. The general im­ 
pression is that the temperance 
people have been“ done” by the 
liquor interests outside of Okla­ 
homa, and that the prohibition 
clause was so worded it shuts all 
liquor houses and distilleries in 
Oklahoma out of doing business 
in that part of the new state 
known as the Indian Territory. 
The prohibition clause reads as 
follows; 
“That the manufacture, sale, 
barter, giving away or otherwise 
furnishing, except as hereinafter 
provided, of intoxicating liquors, 
within those parts of the state 
now known as Indian Territory, 
and other parts of said state 
which existed as Indian reserva­ 
tions January 7, 1906, in which 
the Uniter! States maintained a 
prohibition law, is prohibited for 
a period of twenty-one years af­ 
ter the admission of said state 
and thereafter until such time as 
the state shall otherwise provide 
by amendment to the constitution 
and proper state legislation. Any 
person, individual or corporation 
who shall manufacture, barter, 
sell or give away, or otherwise 
furnish any intoxicating liquor, 
including beer, ale or wine, con 
trary to the provisions of this 
section, or who shall within the 
portions of the state described 
advertise for sale or solicit the 
purchase of any such liquors, or 
who shall ship in or in any way 
convey such liquors from other 
parts of said state iuto the por­ 
tions 
hereinbefore 
described, 
shall be punished on conviction 
thereof by a fine of not less 


than $50 and by imprisonment 
of not less than thirty days 
for each offence.” 
Then folio wsthe clause permit 
ing the establishment of a dis­ 
pensary for liquors in each coun­ 
ty, under state supervision. It 
will be seen from the language 
Of tbe above provision that this 
law does not prevent any person 
from buying all the liquor he 
wants in any place outside of Ok­ 
lahoma and bringing it into In­ 
dian Territory, and it will at 
once create a private wine cel­ 
lar, in every house where liquor 
is used privately. This will cre­ 
ate a tremendous mail order busi 
ness in which the brewing ccm 
panics and distilleries in Oklaho 
ma cannot participate. 
It will 
prevent saloons in the Indian Ter­ 
ritory part of the new state, but 
it will not prevent the introduc­ 
tion and consumption of vast 
quantities of whiskey and beer. 
Newspaper 
owners 
believe 
that the language of the law will 
also permit 
wholesale 
liquor 
houses and brewers to place their 
advertisements in the newspapers 
in Indian Territory, so long as 
they do not advertise sale places 
for their liquor in Indian Terri 
tory. They will ask a legal opin­ 
ion on this from the attorney gen­ 
eral and also from the attorney 
of tbe liquor trust. Already 
beer advertisments are appear­ 
ing in Territory newspapers, and 
the great mail order business will 
create a line of advertising that 
will be particularly valuable to 
the papers of the Territory.

That Is, If It Is Properly Hade, Says 
One Who Has Investi­ 
gated. 


An Interesting problem often 
dis­ 
cussed is whether iron or steel becomes 
changed in its properties by what is 
termed fatigue. Most probably, accord­ 
ing to R. A. Hadfleld, it does not, if 
tho material is, in the first or original 
state, properly prepared, says London 
Engineering. 
Failures, so called, of this kind are 
generally owing to the steel possess­ 
ing either internal flaws, which are 
often only detected by an examination 
of its micro structure, or that it has 
not been in the proper condition when 
sent out to the user. 
So-called mys­ 
terious failures are generally due to 
improper heat treatment and are quite 
apparent when adequately investigated. 
A recent writer states that, atter long 
experience, he has found steel does 
not change by fatigue—that is, under 
ordinary working loads; “once right, 
always right,” is his explanation. 
This investigator took a large num­ 
ber of specimens that had been many 
years in use, some having given satis­ 
factory, some unsatisfactory, results, 
and he detected no difference or break­ 
down 
in 
the 
mechanical 
qualities. 
Probably this conclusion is correct. 
At W atertown arsenal the official 
testing department of the American 
government, 
interesting 
tests 
have 
been made upon iron which had been 
submitted to severe mechanical treat­ 
ment 23 years ago—that is, it had been 
stressed close up to the elastic limit 
and then laid on one side. No change 
in quality could be detected. The char­ 
acteristics of the earlier overstrained 
condition produced by the loads ap­ 
plied so long before still remained.

INDIANS AS CITIZENS. 


In joining Indian Territory to the Territory of Oklahoma in the 


new state of Oklahoma, congress buitded better for the Indian than 
it knew. As in the ease of the admission of many states—Missouri, 
California, Kansas and others—locality and party prejudices were 
brought out strongly in the Indian Territory-Oklahoma contest. 
But in this instance the interests immediately concerned are bene- 
fittad. This is especially true of the Indians. 


Except in one or two spots, the new state comprises the limits 


of the Indian Territory before Oklahoma, in parcels, began to be 
set off from it, in 1889. Bach section (Indian Territory's vast min- 
eral resources and Oklahoma's agricultural wealth) supplements the 
other. Its 10,000 square miles of area give it about the average 
dimensions (Arkansas, 64,000 square miles; Missouri, 69,000, and 
Kansas, 82,000) of its neighbors. It will be a great, wealthy and 
progressive state, with large possibilities of prestige and prosperity 
jnst ahead of it. Its 'scenic beauties, too, are as marked as are its 
strictly physical attiaction. 


Thus in their new role a* American citizens the Cherokees, 


Choctaws, Creeks and Seminoles start out amid favorable surround- 
ings and influences. The five civilized tribes comprise only about a 
third of the Indians of the United States, but socially they are far 
more important than all the rest ot their race put' together. They 
have never been in the reservation stage, through which the other 
Indians are passing, and in which most of them are still. For two 
thirds of a century they have been governing themselves, with legis- 
latures, executives and courts modeled on those of the United States. 
They are the leaders, racially, of the red men of the American con- 
tinent.—Review of Reviews.

Washington received information 
of an adverse decision in his con- 
test case and that the writer be- 
gan to procure affidavits of var- 
ious parties in relation to the 
contest and that he left here with 
such affidavits to be used by him 
self in Washington. Mr. Hays 
also intimated tbat Tom Hope 
Was interested in the contest 
in behalf 
of the writer and 
that Tom's and Campbell's real 
object was for Campbell to go to 
Washington to look after the 
contest at the ezpence of the 
Commercial Club; that the loca 
tion of a Federal Court at Ada 
was a mere pretext 


It is not my intention to use 


harsh language but the plain 
truth is, every one of the state- 
ments that Mr. Hays made, as 
above enumerated, with the soli- 
tary exception that I had about a 
month before, being selected as 
delegate received information of 
an adverse decision in the con 
test suit is utterly false and with 
out foundation in fact. If Tom 
Hope had any interests in that 
contest case it most assuredly 
was adverse to mine and any 
statement that I left Ada for 
Washington with affidavits of any 
character is equally false. 


The contest case that Mr. 
Hays referred to is a notorious 
one. It involves about eighty 
acres of land within the incorpor 
ated limits of Ada. It has been 
pending on appeal before the De 
partment of the Interior for al- 
most two years. 
These facts 
were well known to Mr. Hays and 
others at the time Ada Commer- 
cial Club, or mass meeting, dV- 
cided to send a delegate to Wash- 
ington to work for a Federal 
Court. Mr. Hays and various 
friends of bis were at the Club 
meeting. If being personally in- 
terested in the result of that 
contest disqualified me for acting 
for the welfare of Ada, why did 
not Mr. Hays or some of his 
friends speak out in the meeting? 
Why did they wait until the ef- 
forts to secure a court had failed. 
In this connection I want to say 
that my name was not connected 
with the question under discuss- 
ion before the Club when Mr. 
Hays made his slanderous char- 
ges 
The question before the 


club, as 1 have been informed, 
(I was not there) was whether the 
Ada National Bank had correctly 
audited the account of the Club. 


A false statement is .never jus- 


tifiable, but when a person travels 
out ot his way to make one the 
lie becomes a wanton one. 


It is a wonder to me why Mr 
Hays acted as he did, especially 
at this time. In all my inten- 
tions, words or deeds, 1 never 
injured the man intentionally or 
otherwise. At this time, in the 
formative days of our 
future 
state, a time when the welfare 
and material interests of our town 
demand unity and harmony of 
business and political organiza- 
tions, this President of the Com 
mercial Club wantonly sows the 
seed of discord. I would not for 
public reasons have noticed the 
slander had it not been for the 
pressure of friend* 


It is true that my efforts to 


secure a court have failed and no 
one is more keenly hurt at the 
failure than myself 
I am not 


the first person in Ada to fail in 
carrying out good intentions for 
our town 
About one year ago 


Mr. W. C. Duncan was elected 
Mayor on a promise for a com 
plete system of side walks. Now 
because the City Council did not 
carry out his ideas no one so far 
as I know has ever maligned Mr, 
Duncan in a public meeting for 
his failure. 


In working for the! town I did 


all I could and the failure to se- 
cure the court was an honest one 
I was not paid for my services, 
neither did I expect pay. It was 
not the first work for our town 
that I have done without reward 
or hopes of reward and it will not 
be the last. I do not regard Mr. 
Hays' ungrateful statement as 
an expression from the good citi- 
zens of the town although he be 
rhe President of the Commercial 
Club. While Mr. Hays was sfiil 
looking out for banking interests 
in Eupora, Miss , numbers of our 
people in Ada were contributing 
mone.r, time and hard work to 
establish courts, secure lines of 
lailroads and other enterprises. 
And since Mr. J. Wister Hays 
"has come to town," although 


reputed to be one of Ada's 
wealthy citizens, I understand 
that he has not individually con- 
ttibuted a dime to a railroad en- 
terprise. Like all of his class he 
expects to reap where others 
have sown. 


There is one thing certain 


about this matter, if I am a 
"grafter" the "craft" is not 
creating in a brotherly way, for 
the lease records in the United 
States Court will show that about 
ihe hungriest pack of wolves in 
the 16th. recording district den 
in the vicinity of that financial 
institution presided over by the 
eminent purest, The Honorable J. 
Wister Hays, late of Enpora, 
Mis* , now President of the Ada 
Commercial Club and "the man 
with the muck rake." 


Since writing the above, I have 
learned that Ada has lost the 
Oklahoma 
Central. 
I believe 


that J. Wister was on some sort* 
of a committee to secure-the road. 
The gentleman will now please 
lay aside the "muck rake" and 
tell us how Ada lost the Oklaho- 
ma Central.

which the house is separated being 
given ample room. The first division 
is made up of the consolidated repub- 
lican groups, the second is the oppo- 
sition, including every group against 
the present administration. The third 
is the Extreme Left, composed of so- 
cialist bodies of various complexions 
who, although voting usually with the 
government "bloc," have 
a curious 


way of joining forces with the oppo- 
sition, just as they did when they 
overturned the Rouvier cabinet the

What is geographically designated

One Had Ever Before Re- 


turned Alive. 


The story of the survey for the 


Gunnlson tunnel is one replete with 
thrilling incidents and hair-breadth 
escapes which shows what govern- 
ment employes are called upon to en- 
dure in carrying out the great projects 


of some of the 


A. L. Fellows 


for the reclamation 
western arid lands. 
and J. W. McConnell, members of the 
reclamation 
service of the govern- 


ment, are the heroes. 


When the order came from Wash- 


ington to the resident engineer of the 
reclamation service at Denver, read- 
Ing as follows: "Advise me if it is 
feasible to divert Gunnison to Un- 
compahgre valley by tunnel under 
Vernal mesa;" signed "Chief Engi- 
neer." Fellows set his square jaw, 
quietly made his preparations, took 
along one assistant, and went survey- 
ing down Gunnison canyon. 


No man, so far as known, had ever 


gone through the canyon alive. Stout- 
ly built rafts of logs launched at the 
head of the canyon had emerged at 
its 
mouth 
smashed into kindling 


wood.

man could go down the canyon and 
live to tell of his experiences.

Mmkogee, I. T., June 22.— 


"Does the prohibition clause in 
the enabling act prohibit in the 
Indian Territory under the state- 
hood bill?'* Is the question that 
just now absorbs attention in In- 
dian Territory. 
The general im- 


pression is that the temperance 
people have been" done" by the 
liquor interests outside of Okla- 
homa, and that the prohibition 
clause was so worded it shuts all 
liquor houses and distilleries in 
Oklahoma out of doing business 
in that part of the new state 
known as the Indian Territory. 
The prohibition clause reads as 
follows; 


"That the manufacture, sale, 


barter, giving away or otherwise 
furnishing, except as hereinafter 
provided, of intoxicating liquors, 
within those parte. ef the state 
now known as Indian Territory, 
and other parts of said state 
which existed as Indian reserva- 
tions January 7, 1906, in which 
the United States maiatained a 
prohibition law, is prohibited for 
a period of twenty-one years af- 
ter the admission of said state 
and thereafter until euch time as 
the state shall otherwise provide 
by amendment to the constitution 
and proper state legislation. Any 
person, individual or corporation 
who shall manufacture, barter, 
sell or give a tray, or otherwise 
furnish any intoxicating liquor, 
including beer, ale or wine, con 
trary to the provisions of this 
section, or who shall within the 
portions of the state described 
advertise for sale or solicit the 
purchase of any such liquors, or 
who shall ship in or in any way 
convey such liquors from other 
parts of said state iuto the por- 
tions 
hereinbefore 
described, 


shall be punished on conviction 
thereof by a fine of not less 


than $50 and by imprisonment 
of not less than thirty days 
for each offence." 


Then folio wsthe clause permit 


ing the establishment of a dis- 
pensary for liquors in each coun- 
ty, under state supervision. It 
will be seen from the language 
of the above provision that this 
law does not prevent any person 
from buying all the liquor he 
wants in any place outside of Ok- 
lahoma and bringing it into In- 
dian Territory, and it will at 
once create a private wine cel- 
lar, in every house where liquor 
is used privately. This will ere 
ate a tremendous mail order busi 
ness in which the brewing com 
panics and distilleries in Oklaho 
ma cannot participate. 
It will 


prevent saloons in the Indian Ter- 
ritory part of the new state, but 
it will not prevent the introduc 
tion and consumption of vast 
quantities of whiskey and beer. 


Newspaper 
owners 
believe 


that the language of the law wil 
also permit 
wholesale liquor 


houses and brewers to place their 
advertisements in the newspapers 
in Indian Territory, so long as 
they do not advertise sale places 
for their liquor in Indian Terri 
tory. They will ask a legal opin- 
ion on this from the attorney gen- 
eral and also from the attorney 
of the liquor trust. Already 
beer advertiaments are appear 
ing in Territory newspapers, and 
the great mail order business will 
create a line of advertising that 
will be particularly valuable to 
the papers of tbe Territory.

FIND HEART OF RAMESES. 


Vital Organ of Grant Egyptian Xing 


PreMrred in Vase for 


3,164 Year* 


A recent issue of the Comptw Ren- 


tfiM of the Paris academy contains ait 
Account of the successful Identification 
of the heart of Rarneses n., the Sesos- 
trto of the Greeks, after having been 
preserved since 1258 B. C. in soda and 
realnoid antiseptics 


Some months ago, says the New 


Tork Times, the council of the Na- 
tional Museum of the Louvre acquired 
possession of the four vases in blue 
•name! which contain the viscera and 
heart of Rameses IL, and bear largo 
medallions representing the names and 
attributes of the ling 


The directors of the Egyptian muse- 


um desired absolute confirmation as to 
the contents of the vases and intrusted 
the examination of their contents to 
M. Lortet, who, with his colleagues, 
Professors Hugounenq, Renaut and 
Rlgan, made a caretul physiological ex- 
amination. Three of thewases con- 
tained bandages of linen tightly com- 
pacted and hardened by the carbonate 
Of aoda and aromatic resinous sub- 
•tances of reddish color, which had 
tieen employed as cntiseptics and hail 
probably contained the stomach/ intes- 
troes and liver of the great king. These 
Viscera, however, were only found to 
be represented by i quantity of granu- 
lar matter, irixed with a large propor 
Uon of powdered carbonate of soda1 
And so could not be identified. 


The fourth vase, which was fitted 


with a lid or cover adorned with the 
head of a jackal, proved to contain ths 
Swart This organ was found trans 
•formed Into a kind of oval plate, eight 
wattmeters long and four centimeters 
wide. The substance of the heart was 
fiornlike and the saw had to be used in 
obtaining sections of it for examination 
end finally the razor, so as to reduce 
•these sections to the attenuation neces- 
sary for microscopic examination 


Under the mlscroscope these sections 


.gave unmistakable evidence of the mus- 
cular fibers peculiar to the heart, espe- 
cially characterized by being arranged 
' In bundles of such flbprs, crossing earh 
- other 
Since this special muscular 


arrangement is not found in any other 
•part of the body except the tongue and 
•m* the mummy of Rameses II., which 
is preserved at Cairo, contains the 
tongue intact, the experts have no 
doubt whatever that the vase actually 
contained the heart of Rameses II. flat- 
tened and transformed into a hornlike 
•ubetance by its long sojourn in the. 
«oda preservatives. 


King Barneses II died 1,258 years be- 


fore the Christian era and hettce some 
8,164 years have elapsed since his heart 
-was flrst embalmed

of Its micro structure, or that it has 
not been in the proper condition-when 
sent out to the user. 
So-called mys 


terious failures are generally due t< 
improper heat treatment and are quite 
apparent when adequately Investigated 
A recent writer states that, atter long 
experience, he has found stoel doe; 
not change by fatigue—that is, undei 
ordinary working loads; "once right 
always right," Is his explanation. 


This Investigator took a large num 


ber of specimens that had been many 
years In use, some having given satis 
factory, some unsatisfactory, results 
and he detected no difference or break 
down in the mechanical qualities 
Probably this conclusion is correct. 


At Watertown arsenal the offlcia 


testing department of the American 
government, interesting 
tests 
have 


been made upon iron which bad been 
submitted to severe mechanical treat- 
ment 23 years ago—that is, it had been 
stressed close up to the elastic limit 
and then laid on one side. No change 
in quality could be detected.

its passage down from one generation 
to another, into an actual physical 
abhorrence. 
In the matter of game, 


thanks to heredity, game dogs now 
arc never temoted. 
They can't sin."
